WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
President Barack Obama is¬ 
sued a impassioned call for 
national unity and equality on 
Monday, warning political 
’’absolutism” must not thwart 


change and renewal, as he was 
inaugurated for a second term. 

Obama was publicly 
sworn in for another four 
White House years before a 
crowd of hundreds of thou¬ 


sands on Washington's Na¬ 
tional Mall, and delivered an 
inaugural address steeped in 
poetic power and broad hints 
of his new agenda.

Innovative test lab set up at EPI 
as partnership solar project 


About four months ago Jan 
Ebbing and Ivan Flanegin of 
TNO Caribbean approached 
Colegio EPI for a collabora¬ 
tion on an innovative solar 
project for Aruba. 

TNO and Utilities N.V. 
along with their partners from 
Arizona State University, N.V. 
Elmar, Setar N.V. and the Gov¬ 
ernment of Aruba made avial- 
able all the elements and 
necessary factors for the real¬ 
ization of a solar panel test lab 
at Colegio EPI. 

The intention is to do scien¬ 
tific investigation as well as in¬ 
troduce educational processes. 
This project which was enthus- 
tiastically received was finally 
installed and put into function 
last Friday. 

Arizona State University, 
according to Ivan Flanegin, 
donated to Aruba ten solar 
panels of different technolo¬ 
gies from which students 
would leam the different ben¬ 
efits and disadvantages of the 
different technologies. Stu¬ 
dents would learn how to set 
up the systems on different 
types of roofs as well as how 
to connect them to Elmar’s 
electrical grid. 

With respect to the scien¬ 
tific part, Flanegin explained 
that at Colegio EPI they will 
measure the performance of 
the solar panels based on nat¬ 
ural elements such as temper¬ 
ature, humidity and the 
amount of saltpeter and how 
these elements influence the 
functionality of these panels. 
They will also observe the ef¬ 
fect of saltpeter on the corro¬ 
sion of the panels. 

Solar panel systems nor¬ 
mally come with a guarantee 
of 25 years, however, most of 
these systems are designed for 
climates in China, Europe and 
the U.S.A. which is different 
from the Aruban climate. The 
investigation at EPI will be im¬ 
portant to determine the situa¬ 
tion and ideal installation for 
our island. 



Three departments at Cole¬ 
gio EPI were involved in set¬ 
ting up the project according to 
Carlos Martinus, educational 
manager at EPI. Two teams 
worked on the design of the 
prototype and two students 
worked on the maps and con¬ 
struction calculations, while 
another group did the con¬ 
struction work. 

The investigations have now 
begun in earnest as well as 
training of students on every¬ 
thing that has to do with solar 
panels, including the production 


of electricity, the measurment of 
electricity, functionality and or¬ 
ganization and realization of 
scientific investigation on the 
field of solar energy. 

The government technical 
inspection bureau, DTI, has in¬ 
spected and approved the in¬ 
stallation which is now 
officially connected to Elmar’s 
grid generating 5.1 KW back 
to the grid. According to 
Flanegin the system is produc¬ 
ing the expected amount of en¬ 
ergy which is equivalent for an 
average small household.

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
Forget about deja vu or old 
hat as Barack Obama, Amer¬ 
ica’s first black president, was 
sworn in again. For some in 
the sea of humanity watch¬ 
ing, cheering and shivering, 
the repeat was even sweeter. 
Yes, the crowd was smaller 
and the number of inaugural 
celebratory balls was slashed. 
Obama will be a lameduck 
president, barred from seek¬ 
ing a third term. Compared to 
2009, even the January cold 
that tested the mettle of 
Obama fans was less intense. 
Still, for the crowd that 
roared when Obama stepped 
onto the VIP podium on the 
steps of Congress Monday 
under overcast skies, one 
message was clear: his first 
win back in 2008 was not just 
some fleeting blip or anom¬ 
aly amid a long stream of 
white presidents. 

”It is worth even more, that 
he did it again,” said Austin, 
an African-American, like a 
clear majority of the crowd. 
Indeed, said 25-year-old 
Washington, DC law student 
Max Etin, who is white, this 
time may be less frenzied in 
terms of enthusiasm but the 
deeper significance of 
Obama’s win last November 
speaks volumes. 

”1 think is it still exciting for 
some people to show it wasn’t 
like a fluke, you know? That 
really America is behind him 
and America is a changing 
country and he kind of em¬ 
bodies that,” said Etin.

Snow claims hundreds 
of flights across Europe 


People cheer on the National 

The 44th president repeatedly 
used the "We the People” pre¬ 
amble to the US Constitution 
to suggest how to reconcile 
America's founding truths 
and the current discord and 
dysfunction of its embittered 
political system. 

"For now, decisions are 
upon us, and we cannot af¬ 
ford delay,” Obama said. 

"We cannot mistake abso¬ 
lutism for principle, or substi¬ 
tute spectacle for politics, or 
treat name-calling as rea¬ 
soned debate. We must act, 
knowing that our work will 
be imperfect,” Obama de¬ 
clared. 

Obama's speech was no¬ 
ticeably liberal — calling for 
protection for the weak, the 
poor and those lacking health 
care and obliquely including 
a call for gay rights and pro¬ 
tection against gun crime for 
children. 

"Our journey is not com¬ 
plete until our gay brothers 
and sisters are treated like 
anyone else under the law — 
for if we are truly created 
equal, then surely the love we 
commit to one another must 
be equal as well,” Obama 
said. 

"Our journey is not com¬ 
plete until we find a better 
way to welcome the striving, 
hopeful immigrants who still 
see America as a land of op¬ 
portunity. 

"Our journey is not com¬ 
plete until all our children, 
from the streets of Detroit to 
the hills of Appalachia to the 
quiet lanes of Newtown, 
know that they are cared for, 
and cherished, and always 
safe from harm.” 

The president also said 
that American security did 


Mall during the Inauguration 

not require "perpetual war” 
and promised to base Ameri¬ 
can global leadership on dia¬ 
logue, firm alliances but not 
to cede the threat of the use of 
force. 

”We will defend our peo¬ 
ple and uphold our values 
through strength of arms and 
rule of law,” Obama said. 

” We will show the courage 
to try and resolve our differ¬ 
ences with other nations 
peacefully — not because we 
are naive about the dangers 
we face, but because engage¬ 
ment can more durably lift 
suspicion and fear.” 

And Obama also vowed 
the meet the threat of global 
warming, despite skepticism 
on climate change from some 
Republican foes, and political 
barriers to taking serious ac¬ 
tion. 

Obama earlier raised his 
right hand and rested his left 
on Bibles once owned by 
Martin Luther King and 
Abraham Lincoln, on an out¬ 
door platform set on the West 
Front of the US Capitol 
building and below its ele¬ 
gant white dome. 

”1 Barack Hussein Obama 
...” the 44th president said, 
vowing to faithfully execute 
his office and to "preserve, 
protect and defend the consti¬ 
tution,” led in the oath of of¬ 
fice by black-robed Chief 
Justice John Roberts. 

The president was earlier 
announced with a peal of 
trumpets and walked down 
the steps from the iconic 
building to a huge cheers of 
"Obama, Obama” from a vast 
crowd stretching into the dis¬ 
tance down the National Mall 
below. 

Obama, his smile beaming

wide, appeared more relaxed 
than at his first inauguration 
four years ago, when he took 
office as an untested and in¬ 
experienced leader as an eco¬ 
nomic depression threatened. 

The president, the first 
African American to hold the 
office, launched his second 
term with a private swearing- 
in ceremony on Sunday, be¬ 
fore basking in the full pomp 
of his office with public cele¬ 
brations Monday. 


LONDON (AFP) - Hundreds 
of flights were cancelled and 
road and rail traffic was se¬ 
verely disrupted across much 
of Europe on Monday as 
heavy snow and freezing 
weather gripped the conti¬ 
nent. 

Frankfurt airport, Ger¬ 
many's main air hub, can¬ 
celled around 500 departing 
and arriving flights, repre¬ 
senting 40 percent of its daily 
schedule. 

The busiest airport in Eu¬ 
rope, London Heathrow, 
scrapped nearly 200 flights. 

Heathrow said a decision 
was taken 24 hours in ad¬ 
vance to cancel 130 flights 


Merkel laments ’painful* 
election-year poll disaster 


BERLIN (AFP) - German 
Chancellor Angela Merkel on 
Monday called a knife-edge 
defeat in a state poll "painful” 
and said her party had to 
work to shore up support 
ahead of the September gen¬ 
eral election. 

Merkel's ruling centre- 
right camp lost its decade- 
long hold on the northeastern 
state of Lower Saxony by just 
one seat to the opposition So¬ 
cial Democrats and Greens 
Sunday in one of the tightest 
races in recent memory. 

"Of course when you have 
been on such an emotional 
rollercoaster then a defeat is 
that much more painful,” she 
told reporters after huddling 
with her Christian Demo¬ 
cratic Union (CDU). 

"We have got to ensure 
that we in future election 
campaigns get the necessary 
majorities together.” 

The stunning upset left her 
junior coalition partners, the 
pro-business Free Democrats 
(FDP), reeling after months 
of anaemic poll numbers and 
sniping at their luckless 


leader, Economy Minister 
Philipp Roesler. 

In a dramatic showdown, 
Roesler, who is also Merkel's 
vice chancellor, offered to 
step down after nearly two 
years at the helm of the FDP 
in favour of his main rival, 
parliamentary group leader 
Rainer Bruederle. But the lat¬ 
ter declined.

having an impact too. 

"The additional cancella¬ 
tions are because a number of 
airports elsewhere in Europe 
are experiencing problems so 
that has a knock-on effect for 
us,” an airport spokesman 
said. 

Heathrow has spent 36 
million pounds ($57 million) 
on upgrading its snow-clear¬ 
ing equipment since 2010, 
when freezing temperatures 
and snow almost brought the 
airport to a halt in the ap¬ 
proach to Christmas. 

Europe's number three air¬ 
port, Paris's Charles de 
Gaulle, was also hit. 

France's civil aviation au¬ 
thority DGAC said it ex¬ 
pected to scrap 40 percent of 
flights to and from Charles de 
Gaulle and Paris's other main 
airport, Orly, in a precaution¬ 
ary measure following heavy 
snowfall on Sunday. 

Even Munich, a city usu¬ 
ally accustomed to taking 
snow in its stride, cancelled 
161 flights at its airport as it 
grappled with the exceptional 
conditions. 

In Spain, flights bound for 
Paris, Munich and Frankfurt 
were hit, leading to the can¬ 
cellation of 16 flights to and 
from Barcelona. 

Smaller airports in Britain 
were virtually closed down 
after fresh snow fell in north¬ 
ern and central England 
overnight, with planes 
grounded at Manchester, East 
Midlands and Leeds Brad¬ 
ford. 

Under-sea train services 
between Britain and conti¬ 
nental Europe were also hit, 
with Eurostar cancelling six 
trains linking London with 
Brussels and also Paris due to 
speed restrictions on the 
tracks in northern France.

US draws guidebook 
for targeted killings 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - The 
administration of President 
Barack Obama is completing a 
counterterrorism manual that 
will establish clear rules for 
targeted-killing operations, 
The Washington Post reported 
lBut citing unnamed US offi¬ 
cials, the newspaper said the 
guidebook would contain a 
major exemption for the CIA's 
campaign of drone strikes in 
Pakistan. 

This exemption will allow 
the Central Intelligence 
Agency to continue striking 
Al-Qaeda and Taliban targets 
in Pakistan for a year or more 
before the agency is forced to 
comply with more stringent 
rules spelled out in the docu¬ 
ment, the report said. 

According to the London- 
based Bureau of Investigative 
Journalism, between 2,627 and 
3,457 people have been report¬ 
edly killed by US drones in 
Pakistan since 2004, including 
between 475 and nearly 900 
civilians. 

The covert strikes are pub¬ 
licly criticized by the Pakistani 
government as a violation of 
sovereignty but American offi¬ 
cials believe they are a vital 
weapon in the war against Is¬ 
lamist militants. 


Few of the victims are pub¬ 
licly identified. 

The manual is expected to 
be submitted to Obama for 
final approval within weeks, 
the paper said. 

The Post said the adoption 
of a formal guide to targeted 
killing marks a significant 
milestone: the institutionaliza¬ 
tion of a practice that would 
have seemed anathema to 
many before the September 
11, 2001 attacks. 

The subjects covered in the 
playbook include the process 
for adding names to kill lists, 
the legal principles that govern 
when US citizens can be tar¬ 
geted overseas and the se¬ 
quence of approvals required 
when the CIA or US military 
conduct drone strikes outside 
war zones, the paper said. 

According to The Post, the 
effort to draft the playbook 
was nearly derailed late last 
year by disagreements among 
the State Department, the CIA 
and the Pentagon on the crite¬ 
ria for lethal strikes. 

They led to granting the 
CIA a temporary exemption 
for its Pakistan operations as a 
compromise that allowed offi¬ 
cials to move forward with 
other parts of the playbook.

Amsterdam wants end to Hells 
Angels civil servants 


THE HAGUE (AFP) - Ams¬ 
terdam is trying to weed out 
members of the Hells Angels 
motorbike gang employed as 
civil servants after one of them 
was jailed for a grenade attack, 
the mayor's office said Mon¬ 
day. 

"We think it's difficult to 
reconcile working in public 
service while belonging to a 
club that says openly that the 
law does not apply to it," 
Bertho Boer, a spokesman for 
Amsterdam mayor Eberhard 
van der Laan, told AFP. 

The move comes after a 
city employee and Hells An¬ 
gels member was on January 3 
sentenced to eight years in 



prison for putting a hand 
grenade under a car. The target 
of the blast survived. 

The mayor's office said that 
three civil servants were be¬ 
lieved to be Hells Angels 
members. 

"It's fairly straightforward, 
we give them the choice: ei¬ 
ther they renounce their mem¬ 


bership or they renounce their 
job within the municipality," 
spokesman Boer said. 

"If they don't want to make 
this choice then we will see 
what measures we can take as 
an employer and that could re¬ 
sult, as a last resort, in their 
losing their job." 

Two MPs from the mayor's 
centre-left PvdA (Labour) 
party have asked Justice Min¬ 
ister Ivo Opstelten if the law 
permits a municipality to fire 
an employee for being a Hells 
Angel. 

The Hells Angels did not 
immediately respond to re¬ 
quests for a reaction.

Money does not buy happiness in China: 


survey 

SHANGHAI (AFP) - China’s 
super-rich suffer because of the 
pressures brought about by 
their fortunes and are less 
happy than ordinary million¬ 
aires, according to a survey by 
a leading wealth magazine. 

’’The richer you are, the less 
happy you are,” concluded the 
poll of more than 500 Chinese 
millionaires by the Hurun Re¬ 
port, which compiles an annual 
list of China's richest people. 

The survey defined "mil¬ 
lionaires” as those with per¬ 
sonal wealth of 10 million 
yuan ($1.6 million) or more. 

"Money also brings you 
problems,” said Hurun Report 
founder Rupert Hoogewerf. 

"These problems could be 
pressure to perform, pressure 
to satisfy your customers, pres¬ 


sure from all these different as¬ 
pects that come about when 
you have a big business,” he 
told AFP on Wednesday. 

Nearly 30 percent of all 
those surveyed said they could 
not balance work and life, the 
survey showed. More than half 
were unhappy about spending 
so little time with their fami¬ 
lies. 

On well-being, more than a 
quarter were unhappy with 
their health while more than a 
third believed they did not ex¬ 
ercise enough. 

Chinese millionaires only 
sleep an average of 6.6 hours a 
night during the working 
week, the report found, with 
some 27 percent sleeping for 
less than six hours. 

Male and female million¬ 


aires were split on some issues. 

Men considered setting up 
their own companies as the 
happiest moment of their lives, 
while women put falling in 
love as number one, the survey 
said. 

Self-made female million¬ 
aires were more likely to be di¬ 
vorced with 35 percent of them 
divorced or unmarried — twice 
the statistic for male million¬ 
aires. 

The figures come after the 
daughter of China's richest 
man, beverage magnate Zong 
Qinghou, lamented in an inter¬ 
view that she was over 30 and 
had never had a boyfriend. 

Chinese media said Zong 
Fuli, who helps her father run 
the Wahaha company, was still 
single because she could not 
tell whether potential suitors 
were chasing her for love or 
money. 

38 children hospT- 
talised after 
meningitis shot in 
Chad' 

N’Djamena(afp) 

Thirty-eight children from 
northern Chad have been hos¬ 
pitalised after being vacci¬ 
nated for meningitis in a 
government campaign, the 
health minister said. 

Some of the children 
began to moan shortly after 
receiving their meningitis 
shot and then went into con¬ 
vulsions. 

International experts have 
been in the country since Jan¬ 
uary 9 to investigate. 

Meningitis outbreaks are 
frequent in the poor, land¬ 
locked Sahel country. "Dur¬ 
ing the past 15 years, Chad 
has recorded more than 
50,000 cases of meningitis 
with more than 5,000 deaths.

Polio virus found in Egypt 
linked to Pakistan: officials 



ISLAMABAD (AFP) - Pak¬ 
istani health officials Monday 
called for infants leaving the 
country to be issued polio vac¬ 
cinations at airports after virus 
samples linked to a southern 
Pakistani city were discovered 
in Egypt. 

Two sewage samples from 
Cairo were analysed and found 
to resemble a recently discov¬ 
ered strain in the Pakistani city 
of Sukkur, a joint statement by 
health officials, the World 
Health Organization (WHO) 
and UNICEF said. 

"To reduce the possibility of 
spread of the polio virus be¬ 
yond Pakistan's borders, the 
government's Monitoring and 
Coordination Cell is advising 
to set up permanent vaccina¬ 
tion counters at the interna¬ 
tional departure lounges of all 
airports,” it said. 


The statement recom¬ 
mended that "all children 
under five years leaving the 
country are vaccinated against 
the polio virus.” 

Polio cases in Pakistan have 
risen sharply in recent years, 
hitting 198 in 2011 — the high¬ 
est figure for more than a 
decade and the most of any 
country in the world, accord¬ 
ing to the WHO. 

Unicefs acting chief of 
polio unit, Michael Coleman 
said the incident highlighted 
the importance of vaccination 
in Pakistan. 

Pakistan is one of only three 
countries where the highly in¬ 
fectious crippling disease re¬ 
mains endemic, along with 
Afghanistan and Nigeria. 

Earlier this month Pakistan 
provided paramilitary and po¬ 
lice support to polio vaccina¬ 
tion teams in the northwest 
after a series of attacks on 
medical workers. 

Rumours about the vaccine 
being a plot to sterilise Mus¬ 
lims have long dogged efforts 
to tackle the disease in Pak¬ 
istan. 

Suspicion of vaccination 
programmes intensified after 
the jailing of a doctor who 
helped the CIA find Osama bin 
Laden in 2011 using a hepatitis 
campaign.

PERTH (AFP) - Australia on 
Friday signed a defence treaty 
with former colonial power 
Britain designed to further 
boost cooperation on military 
and security issues. 

Australia's Defence Minis¬ 
ter Stephen Smith said the 
treaty was designed "to under¬ 
pin the ongoing strategic and 
practical cooperation" be¬ 
tween the nations, as well as to 
reflect their historical relation¬ 
ship. 

It will see the two countries 
share information, technology, 
policy and personnel in a bid 
to minimise costs, as well as 
strengthening ties in the fields 
of cyber security, defence re¬ 
form, equipment, and science 
and technology. 

Smith said the idea for the 
accord had arisen during Aus- 
tralia-UK ministerial talks two 
years ago, to ensure all "prac¬ 
tical cooperation measures, 
arrangements, protocols, and 
memorandums of understand¬ 
ing that we have... be put 
under a broad strategic frame¬ 
work". 

He described the Defence 
and Security Cooperation 
Treaty as "deeply significant", 
adding that the relationship be¬ 
tween the two countries "has 
always been first class".

Dutchman Dijsselbloem 
elected new Eurogroup 
head 



BRUSSELS (AFP) - Eurozone 
finance ministers elected 
Jeroen Dijsselbloem of the 
Netherlands to replace Luxem¬ 
bourg Prime Minister Jean- 
Claude Juncker as chairman of 


the key Eurogroup, Juncker's 
spokesman said on Monday. 

The vote among the 17 
members of the single cur¬ 
rency area saw 16 countries 
back the candidate pushed by 


euro powerbroker Germany, 
with the Luxembourg aide say¬ 
ing only one resisting. "It was 
unanimity minus one," he told 
AFP. 

Two sources told AFP that 
the country which voted 
against the decision was Spain, 
and not France as expected. 
Dijsselbloem made a flying 
visit to Madrid on Thursday 
night after announcing his lone 
candidacy earlier in the Dutch 
parliament. 

The French had vowed to 
push Dijsselbloem to the wire 
on his manifesto for the year 
ahead, but a third source said 
that in the end, Paris and in¬ 
deed the Spaniards — expected 
to issue a press statement later 
— had fallen into line. 


Colombian oil pipeline bombed after 
lifted ceasefire 


BOGOTA (AFP) - Suspected 
FARC rebels detonated ex¬ 
plosives along a section of an 
oil pipeline near Colombia's 
border with Ecuador, the state 
oil company said Monday.

The FARC, Colombia's 
largest rebel group and Latin 
America's oldest, has been 
active in Putumayo for years. 

The first peace talks in a 
decade opened in Havana in 
November but have yet to 
find an end the nearly 50 year 
old conflict.

European stocks gain 
amid US holiday 


LONDON (AFP) - European 
share prices rose on Monday 
with London hitting a near 
five-year high in light trading 
amid a public holiday in the 
United States, although the lux¬ 
ury goods sector was tarnished 
by a gloomy outlook from the 
Swiss group Richemont. 

London's FTSE 100 index of 
top companies gained 0.43 per¬ 
cent to 6,180.98 points, a level 
unseen since May 2008. 

Frankfurt's DAX 30 rose 
0.61 percent to 7,748.86 points, 
and in Paris the CAC 40 added 
0.57 percent to 3,763.03 points, 
with dealers pointing to hopes 
for an agreement on the US 
debt ceiling. 

In foreign exchange deals, 
the European single currency 
was stable at $1.3317 while on 
the London Bullion Market, 
gold prices edged lower to 
$1,687.50 an ounce from 
$1,688.50. 

Wall Street was closed for 
Martin Luther King Day, and 
as US President Barack Obama 
took the oath of office to start 
his second four-year term in 
Washington. 

"Despite fairly low volumes 
due to a US holiday, Europe’s 
markets have continued to edge 
higher with the FTSE 100 hit¬ 
ting a new five year high, helped 
by the absence of any meaning¬ 
ful economic or other data re¬ 
lated news flow," said Michael 
Hewson, Senior Market Analyst 
at CMC Markets UK. 


He said investors appeared 
to sitting on the sidelines ahead 
of economic data due out later 
this week a slew of company 
earnings reports including 
Google, Apple and Microsoft. 

Europe's luxury goods sector 
slid after Richemont — owner 
of brands like Cartier jewelry 
and Montblanc pens — said in 
an update that it was "unclear" 
how business patterns would 
develop in the near future, par¬ 
ticularly in Asia which has 
driven growth in the sector in 
recent years. 

In reaction, shares in the 
French luxury goods groups 
LVMH and PPR slid by 1.03 
percent and 0.26 percent in 
Paris, to stand at 140.00 euros 
and 155.25 euros, respectively. 

In London, luxury acces¬ 
sories and handbag maker 
Burberry shed 1.37 percent to 
1,367 pence. 

n Paris, shares in airline Air 
France-KLM surged by 3.99 
percent to 8.418 euros on a rec¬ 
ommendation from brokers at 
Credit Suisse, while shares in 
Carrefour supermarkets leapt 
by 2.57 percent to 20.74 euros, 
also on a note from Credit Su¬ 
isse. 

In a sign that investors are 
starting to search for return in¬ 
stead of a safe haven, a French 
auction of short-term debt did¬ 
n't feature negative rates of re¬ 
turn for the first time since July.

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Football: 'Happy' Sneijder waves 
goodbye to Inter 



MILAN (AFP) - Dutch mid¬ 
fielder Wesley Sneijder said 
Monday he was ’’very happy” 
to put his protracted departure 
from Inter Milan behind him 
as he left Serie A for Turkish 
giants Galatasaray on Monday. 

Sneijder, who helped Inter 
to the treble including the 
Champions League title in 
2010, had been frozen out by 


the Nerazzurri since 
the start of the season 
after refusing to agree 
to a drastic cut in 
salary. 

Galatasaray were 
one of several big 
clubs interested in the 
playmaker’s services 
and their persistence 
finally paid off when 
the Dutchman signed 
on Sunday for a fee 
believed to be in the 
region of 7.5 million 

euros. 

Sneijder's contract with the 
Istanbul giants runs out in 
June 2016. 

Sneijder was a key figure in 
the treble-winning season 
under Jose Mourinho in 2010 
when they won the Italian 
title, the Italian Cup as well as 
their first Champions League 


trophy since 1965. 

But he fell out with the club 
this season after Inter asked 
him to accept a reduction in 
salary and extend his contract 
by one year to 2016 without a 
change in total salary. 

Inter president Massimo 
Moratti said he was also happy 
to put the transfer saga behind 
him. 

Despite the apparent fric¬ 
tion between club and player, 
Moratti paid tribute to Snei- 
jder’s contribution to a suc¬ 
cessful period in the club's 
history. 

"That's what I said to him... 
he'll always remain one of the 
key figures in Inter history. We're 
proud to have had him here and 
Galatasaray will be too.” 

Inter currently sit fourth in 
Serie A nine points behind cham¬ 
pions and leaders Juventus. 


Football: Niger defender 
slams referee after 
loss to Mali 



PORT ELIZABETH (AFP) - 
Mohamed Chicoto says Niger 
have been punished again by a 
refereeing call at the Africa 
Cup of Nations. 

The Mena (Gazelles) were 
coasting to a first point in the 
competition before Seydou 
Keita delivered a late winner 
to give Mali all three points 
with a 1-0 win Sunday. 

Tunisia-based defender 
Chicoto took a swipe at the 
referee for allowing Keita's 
late winner to stand when it 
appeared goalkeeper Daouda 
Kassaly was fouled. 

"It is always like that at the 


Nations Cup for Niger. I don't 
know why, but there is always 
a problem with referees for 
Niger,” said Chicoto after 
Niger's record at the competi¬ 
tion extended to four losses — 
three of them as debutants in 
Gabon last year. 

Niger coach Gernot Rohr 
said he was not clear about the 
incident against Mali, but 
added that his players insisted 
the goalkeeper was fouled. 

Chicoto said they will go 
into their next game against 
the Democratic Republic of 
Congo hoping to win and stay 
alive in the competition.

NFL: Brotherly rivalry set as 
Ravens reach Super Bowl 


OXBORO (AFP) - Joe Flacco 
threw three touchdown passes 
in the second half Sunday as 
the Baltimore Ravens rallied to 
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beat New England 28-13 Sun¬ 
day to reach the second Super 
Bowl in club history. 

Flacco carved up the New 
England defence as the Ravens 
avenged a loss to the Patriots 
in last year's American Foot¬ 
ball Conference championship 
game in Foxboro. 

The Ravens advanced to 
their first National Football 
Feague championship contest 
since the 2000 season and will 
face San Francisco, who also 
won on the road Sunday, beat¬ 
ing the top seeded Atlanta Fal¬ 
cons 28-24 in another 
come-from-behind thriller in 
the National Conference title 
game. 

The win means Ravens vet¬ 
eran Ray Fewis will cap his 
career with a Super Bowl ap¬ 
pearance. And two brothers 
will coach against each other 
in Super Bowl 47. John Har- 
baugh's Ravens will square off 
against his younger brother 
Jim's San Francisco team on 
February 3 in New Orleans. 

"It will be a great football 
game," Ravens coach John 
Harbaugh said. "Two great 
teams squaring off, I can't 
wait." 

Flacco sliced up the Pa¬ 
triot's defence by throwing 
three touchdown passes after 
halftime, as the Ravens scored 
21-consecutive points at 
Gillette Stadium. Flacco com¬ 
pleted 21-of-36 passes on the 
game. 


"Absolutely amazing," said 
13-time Pro Bowler Fewis, 
who says he'll retire at the end 
of this, his 17th NFF cam¬ 
paign. "Our team is awesome. 
It is our time. Every man out 
there sacrificed for each other 
and we did earn our way to the 
Super Bowl." 

Anquan Boldin caught two 
of Flacco's touchdown passes 
and Ray Rice ran for a TD. 

Tom Brady set the all-time 
NFF record for career playoff 
yards, but he couldn't get the 
job done when it mattered the 
most as the Ravens denied 
New England a record-tying 
eighth Super Bowl berth. 

Brady completed just 29-of- 
54 passes for 320 yards with 
two interceptions. He had one 
touchdown pass to Wes 
Welker. 

One of the key turning 
points was when New Eng¬ 
land's Steven Ridley took a 
huge hit to the helmet from 
Baltimore's Bernard Polland 
and fumbled the ball away in 
the fourth quarter. 

Ridley immediately went to 
the dressing room for medical 
treatment and didn't return. 

A New England offence that 
had averaged nearly 35 points 
per game in the regular season 
punted the ball five times on 
Sunday, including three inside 
Baltimore territory. 

Baltimore defeated the New 
York Giants 34-7 in their only 
other Super Bowl appearance. 


Tennis: Federer cruises 
into Australian Open 
quarter-finals 



MEFBOURNE (AFP) - Roger 
Federer thwarted a powerful 
serving performance from 
Milos Raonic to advance to 
the quarter-finals of the Aus¬ 
tralian Open on Monday. 
Raonic was serving in excess 
of 230 kilometres (143 miles) 
per hour but Federer made 
enough inroads to post a 6-4, 
7-6 (7/4), 6-2 win in lhr 
53min and reach his 35th con¬ 
secutive appearance in the last 
eight of a major. 

Federer, 30, the holder of 17 
major championships, moved 
into a showdown against 
Frenchman Jo-Wilfried 
Tsonga, who defeated country¬ 
man Richard Gasquet 6-4, 3-6, 
6-3, 6-2 earlier on Monday. 

"I felt good out there. I was 
moving well, had good antici¬ 
pation and reaction today, 
which was key obviously on 
the return," Federer said. 

"In the third set I started to 


feel extremely good on the re¬ 
turn. I played well. I think I 
played tactically well tonight 
and was able to keep the points 
short on my own service 
games, used the one-two 
punch. 

Federer broke Raonic's 
serve in the 10th game to 
sneak through a tight opening 
set in 33 minutes. Raonic's 
serve held firm in the second 
set, as did Federer's, as they 
moved into a tiebreaker. 

A running, down-the-line 
backhand passing shot from 
Federer gave him the mini¬ 
break of serve in the tiebreaker 
and he closed it out without 
fuss. 

Raonic dropped his first 
two service games of the third 
set and Federer ran through the 
set in 35 minutes. The number 
two seed has negotiated his 
first four rounds at Melbourne 
Park without losing his serve.
